A committee of five representing 
the official

definitely voted down a proposal to 
combine 
the Sunday 
evening ser­ 
vice*. during the winter for the pur­ 
pose of conserving fuel. 
The committee 
today 
issued a 
statement 
regarding 
the 
meeting 
held Monday 
night 
in 
Dr. F. G. 
Hackleman’s office, 
in 
which 
the 
public is urged kindly to refrain “as 
far as jnossible 
from 
asking 
the 
churches to open 
their doors 
for 
any public meetings, other than the 
regular services.” 
The committee urges 
that 
its 
statement not 
he misconstrued. 
It 
simply requests that 
public 
meet­ 
ings not be held 
a*t the 
churches 
“except where it is absolutely nee 
essary.” 
The resolution is adopted 
“to the end that the interests of the 
community 
and 
the na'tion may be 
conserved.’’ 
Although the statement Issued by 
the committee today makes no men­ 
tion of the adverse vote against the 
proposition 
to hold 
union Sunday 
evening 
services, 
it is known that 
such a vote was*taken at the meeting 
¡Monday evening 
and that three of 
the 
five 
men 
representing 
the 
churches 
were * opposed 
to 
the 
scheme. 
The fact thnt such a meeting was 
held and the purpose 
for it being 
called was known yesterday, but the 
committee requested that the news­ 
papers not 
mention 
the fact until 
today when a statement 
would be 
issued. 
The Daily Republican ob­ 
served the request of the committee 
and today the statement was given 
out by tfte committee as promised. 
It is as follows:- 
The 
various 
undersigned 
churches of Rushville, desire to 
impress upon the people of this 
community that it is very diffi­ 
cult to get 
sufficient 
coal to 
supply 
the various 
churches 
for their regular services. 
In 
view of this fact we are auth­ 
orized to kindly suggest to the 
public, that it refrain, as far as 
possible, 
from 
asking 
the! 
churches to o|>en their doors 
for any public meetings, otheK 
than 
the 
regular 
services, 
•Whenever practicable we think 
that funerals should be held at 
the residence, 
and 
all 
other 
public meetings should not be 
held at the 
churches 
except 
where it is essentially

i ’minty C'lerk Moore has received 
his appointment 
as explosives lic­ 
ensing agent for Rush county. 
The 
appointment 
is made 
through the 
Bureau of Mines, department of In­ 
terior, United 
States 
government 
and under this new lew, any person, 
firm or corporation 
handling 
any 
kind of explosives must take out a 
license. 
The license 
will 
cost 
25 
< 
cents. 
Also, persons purchasing ex­ 
plosives must have a license which 
•will cost the same amount. The law 
is enforced in order that no alien 
enemy may either sell or purchase 
explosives in which loose powder is 
included 
and will be in effect, 
no 
doubt, until after the war. 
The question arose as to whether 
merchants V ho sold shotgun shells 
would he required to take out lic­ 
enses. 
A letter from the Bureau of 
Mines 
received 
hv 
tan Arlington 
dealer in shells was interpreted by 
him to mean that he should have a 
license, but 
Rushville 
dealers who 
have similar letters say they do not 
believe the 
law 
requires 
such 
a 
thing. 
They believe the letter ap­ 
plies in their case only to the handl­ 
ing of dynamite. 
The only 
exception 
to the law 
when persons may purchase explos­ 
ives without a license is for work­ 
men under a foreman 
or superin­ 
tendent who must 
have a license. 
He may sell the 
explosives to his 
‘workmen, such 
quantities as 
are 
necessary for them in the perform­ 
ance of their duties, but any unused 
amounts must 
be returned 
to the 
foreman. 
Strict 
rules apply to the pur­ 
chasers 
of the licenses. 
In pur­ 
chasing a license, the applicant is 
to state his business, 
such as it 
relates to the purchase of explos­ 
ives. Applicants must be citizens of 
this country or of nations that are 
at peace with the United States. The 
agent may refuse to issue a license* 
if he has reason to believe, 
from 
facts on which 'he has had reliable 
information, that the applicant 
is 
disloyal * or hostile 
to the United 
States.- Each state is to have an in­ 
spector to see that the latw is carried 
out.

eral continued, “resulted in our cap­ 
ture 
of nearly 
11,000 
prisoners, 
more thaq 100 guns and between 60 
and 70 square 
miles of territory. 
The enemy was forced to use many 
of its divisions. We had no definite 
Objective and merely intended to go 
as far as possible. 
We gained more 
than Haig had expected. 
“So far there 
has 
been appre­ 
ciable withdrawals from the Russian 
front. 
Jerusalem 
will not be cap­ 
tured without battle,” 
the general 
concluded, “We must bring up scatr 
tered forces, 
fresh guns and muni­ 
tions. 
There are difficulties in the

“The home that shelter» a loafer 
shelters an enemy.”

The aibove slogans by the state 
food administrator arise above the 
dignity of slogans. 
They are grim 
truths—as grim as the easuality list 
from 
the battle field. 
The 
State 
Council of Defense, in a statement 
today, indorses the words of 
the 
food director and calls attention of 
the people to the importance o»f ad­ 
justing themselves 
to the situation 
a» it actually exists. 
The 
food 
situation 
is 
ap­ 
proaching 
a crisis. 
The 
people 
must act in concert, promptly and 
effectively, if they are not to be de­ 
prived of existing privileges. 
The next month may be consider­ 
ed a sort of parole* Dr. Barnard an­ 
nounce', in which it will be demon­ 
strated whether the voluntary coop­ 
eration and economies are to be suf­ 
ficient. 
If they fail the presence of 
the 
war time 
situation 
will 
he 
brought home with a nerve racking 
thud. 
Men and women who eat and re­ 
fuse or fail to work are now stand­ 
ing in the way ol‘ the success of the 
voluntary movement and Dr. Barn­ 
ard warns the people that they must 


d i s p o s e of the»«* “parasites’’ before 
they can expect definitely favorable 
results. 
The Indiana State Council of De­ 
fense authorizes the statement that 
the hour h a s struck in the conser­ 
vation movement and radically re­ 
volutionary steps may ensue unless 
the desired ends are obtained. 
It 
calks upon the people of the com­ 
monwealth to join hands on want­ 
ing off the necessity of a food card 
before the arrival of cold weather.

A sacrifice is being made by the 
Westover School of Conneticut. The 
girl member-, of this fashionable es­ 
tablishment have taken the pledge to 
eliminate all candy during the school 
year. 
After figuring up the expenditure

ony in 1621. 
From New England the custom of 
setting apart one day in the year 
for thanksgiving extended to New 
York, where it was annually pro­ 
claimed by the Dutch and English 
Governors from 1664 to 1760. 
The 
Continental Congress continued the 
custom, the journals of that body 
«bowing the appointment of 
eighit 
thanksgiving days, »with the recom­ 
mendation of their observance to the 
executives of the various colonies. 
The practice was kept up after the 
Declaration of Independence, being 
continued by congress during the re­ 
volution, after which it was discon­ 
tinued until 1789, when Washington 
revived it, not as a harvest festival, 
hut in honor of the adoption of the 
federal constitution. 


President Washington issued two 
thanksgiving proclamations, and two 
also were issued during John Adam's 
administration. 
But Jefferson would 
have 
none of them. 
He declared 
that the national 
government was 
interdicted by the constitution from 
intermeddling 
with religion» 
insti­ 
tutions not only because of the pro­ 
visions for the free exercise of reli­ 
gion, but also because of the pow­ 
ers reserved 
to the 
states, 
with 
which, if with any human authority, 
he declared, must rest Teligious dis­ 
cipline. 
After th at the custom fell 
into desuetude. 
We oWe our present day thanks­ 
giving to President Lincoln who re­ 
vived the custom by issuing a pro­ 
clamation appointing November 26, 
1863, as a day of national thanks­ 
giving. 
T h at was at a time when 
Gettysburg 
had 
been 
won 
and 
Viciksiburg had fallen. 
Before the 
appointed day arrived the southern 
forces had been flanked on Lookout 
Mountain and Missionary Ridge, and 
Braggs army was routed. 
So with 
the people of the north that year the 
thanks of the day had the fervor of 
praise to God fo r battles w?on, as 
well as for blessings received. 


Thanksgiving is not a federal hol­ 
iday. 
President Wilsons’ proclam­ 
ation goes no further than the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, and the federal 
territories, the several states being 
left to observe or ignore it, accord­ 
ing to the wishes of the Legislatures 
and the Governors. 


Significance of the Day 
•As -the old ’local Jewish" sabbath 
has 'broadened iuto a day of univer­ 
sal rest, recreation and worship, so 
too has thanksgiving become by cus­ 


tom, a day on which the American 
people pause to thank the giver oi 
all good for 
the ble»»ing» 
of the 
year. 
It is 
perhaps invested with 
more real sentiment than any day in 
the calendar year, being the ol>»er- 
vance of a traditional custom com­ 
ing down from the earliest period of 
our country’s history, in whicli the 
people gather in their homes and in 
the churches to thank God for ma­ 
terial and spiritual blessings. 
Old-home love and bountiful fami­ 
ly dinners, in »Which the traditional 
roast turkey and cranberry sauce, 
mince and pumpkin pies constitute 
component parts, have been impor­ 
tant factors in the preservation of 
the day, which is now more popular 
than ever before, altho the ’harvest, 
and the religions suggestions are less 
eonspicuious than when first it was 
established.. 


Shadow at Feast this Year 
This year of Our Lord 1917, the 
American people approach thanks­ 
giving with 
saddened hearts 
and 
strange emotions. 
There will be a 
great shadow at the feast. 
There 
will be prayers of thanksgiving, and 
sjupplications for speedy deliverance 
from the catastrophe of war. 
The 
day finds the world resting under a 
pall of death, devastation and hu­ 
man misery. 
The people of Europe 
are encompassed with war and des­ 
olation. 
Gaunt 
famine 
»talks 
through Belgium, Poland 
and the 
Balkan states. 
Everywhere family 
ties have been sundered, children left 
tWt'hcfrUess and wives husbandless; 
mutilated and crippled men fill the 
hospitals; the once fair and smiling 
lands of Belgium and Poland, por­ 
tions of France, Italy and Russia 
are honeycombed with trenches, fur­ 
rowed with s'hot and shell, and pitt­ 
ed with explosives. 
The armed forc­ 
es in the battle fronts of Euro]*? now 
include a quarter of a million of our 
soldiers, and in a score of camps in 
the United States more than a mil­ 
lion men are undergoing 
intensive 
training for service in the -allied a r­ 
mies.

From New England the custom of 


setting -apart one day in the year 
for thanksgiving extended to New 
York, where it was annually pro- 
claimed by the Dutch and English 
Governors from 1664 to 1760. The 
Continental Congress continued the 
custom, the journals of that body 
showing the appointment of 
eight 


thanksgiving days, with 'the recom- 
mendation of their observance to the 
executives of the various colonies. 
The practice was kept up after the 
Declaration of Independence, being 
continued toy congress during the re- 
volution, after which it -was discon- 
tinued until 1789, when Washington 
revived it, not as a harvest festival, 
but in honor of the adoption of the 
federal constitution. 


'President Washington issued two 


thanksgiving proclamations, and two 
also were issued during John Adam's 
administration. 
But Jefferson would 


have 
none of them. 
He declared 


that the national 
government was 


interdicted 'by the constitution from 
intertneddling with religions 
insti- 


tutions not only because of the pro- 
visions for the free exercise of reli- 
gion, but also because of the pow- 
ers reserved to the states, 
with 


which, if with any human authority, 
he declared, must rest religious dis- 
cipline. 
'After that the custom fell 


into desuetude. 


We oiwe our present day, thanks- 


giving to President Lincoln who re- 
vived the custom iby issuing a pro- 
clamation appointing • November 26, 
1863, as a day of national thanks- 
giving. 
That was at a time when 


Gettysburg 
had 
been 
won 
and 


Vkikslburg had fallen. 
Before the 


appointed day arrived the southern 
forces had been flanked on Lookout 
Mountain and Missionary Ridge, and 
•Braggs army was routed. 
So with 


•the people of the north that year the 
thanks of the day had the fervor of 
praise to God for "battles w56n, as 
•well as for blessings received. 


Thanksgiving i« not a federal hol- 


iday. 
President Wilsons' proclam- 


ation goes no further than the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and the federal 
territories, the several states being 
!<>ft to observe or ignore it, accord- 
ing to the wishes of the Legislatures 
and the Governors. 


Significance of the Day 


'As >the old local Jewish' sabbath 


has broadened into a day of univer- 
sal rest, recreation and worship, so 
too has thanksgiving become by dis- 


tom, 
a day on which the American 


people pause to thank the giver of 
all good for 
the blessings 
of- the 


year. 
It is perhaps invested with 


more real sentiment than any day in 
the calendar year, 'being the obser- 
vance of a traditional custom com- 
ing down from the earliest period of 
our country.'s 'history, in which the 
people gather in their homes and in 
the churches to thanlk God for ma- 
terial and spiritual 'blessings. 


Old-home love and bountiful fami- 


ly dinners, in nVhich the traditional 
roast turkey and cranberry sauce, 
mince and pumpkin pies constitute 
component parts, have been impor- 
tant factors in the preservation 'of 
the day, which is now more popular 
than ever before, altho the 'harvest 
and the religious suggestions are less 
conspicuious than when first it was 
established.. 


Shadow at Feast this Year 


This year of Our Lord 1917, the 


American people approach thanks- 
giving with 
saddened hearts 
and 


strange emotions. There will be a 
great shadow at .the feast. 
There 


will be prayers of thanksgiving, and 
supplications for speedy deliverance 
from the catastrophe of war. 
Tin- 


day finds the world resting under a 
pall of death, devastation and hu- 
man misery. 
The people of Europe 


are encompassed with war and des- 
olation. 
Gaunt 
famine 
stalks 


through Belgium, Poland 
and the 


Balkan states. 
Everywhere family 


ties have been sundered, children left 
fa't-hfjiless and wives hiisbandless; 
mutilated and crippled men fill the 
hospitals; the once fair and smiling 
lands of Belgium and Poland, por- 
tions of France. Italy and Russia 
are honeycombed with trenches, fur- 
rowed with shot and shelf;*-and pitt- 
ed with explosives. The armed forc- 
es in the battle fronts of Europe now 
include a quarter of a million of our 
soldiers, and in a score of-camps in 
the United States more than a mil- 
lion men are undergoing , intensive 
training for service in the/allied ar- 
mies. 
(Already the -casuality lists 


are carrying sorrow into many Am- 
erican homes, emphasizing the hor- 
rors and the tragedy of war. 


Gratitude for Blessings 


On this thanksgiving day, in our 


expressions 
of gratitude for 
the 


blessings of plenty, we cannot for- 
get the situation in Europe, and the 
'American people will find it in their 
hearts to ask the Father of the uni- 
verse to bring to suffering humanity
